Throughout India , he sa id, the

a ny less fit for self-gov ernm ent. 
Certa inly there 
a re m a ny sa ges who ca nnot rea d nor write. 
B ut fa r be it from us to a rgue a ga inst rea d 
in g a nd w riting. 
W c merely present the nov el 
v iewpoint tha t a ll knowledge does not center in j jc y •• 
but tha t it is the only thing tha t makes a 


fraud, trickery, deceit and dishonesty, it will have 
been an experience of great blessing to him. Even 
if he should learn th at lesson from it, there is the 
likelihood that he will never fully realize w hat it 
did for him. 
It is the best thing that can happen 
to a youth when he undertakes to use improper, 
unfair and deceitful means to achieve something he 
desires, to make an utter and disgraceful failure 
of it. 
Success would probably confirm his ch ar­ 
acter forever as unreliable and deceitful. 
The standard of honor in the navy is very high. 
Personal integrity, honesty, truthfulness are held 
qualities of even more importance than physical 
courage. 
No cadet who falls short of this standard 
can ever make a success in the navy. 
Sooner or 
later it brings upon him the suspicion, disregard 
and condemnation of his associates and the dis­ 
trust of his superiors. 
Advancement is retarded, 
good assignments and details requiring high per­ 
sonal character are denied him, and he is lucky if 
he finally gets out of the service without disgrace. 
It is true that many get into the naval academy 
som ewhat lacking in this respect, but not funda­ 
mentally. They either are brought up to the stand­ 
ard of personal honor through association and im ­ 
bibing the academy spirit or they fail to graduate 
in most cases. 
It is more than likely th at had his

TITA N IC DISASTER BLAME 
On 
July 30, 
1912, the British 
Board of Trade’s inquiry commis­ 
sion made public its report blaming 
excessive speed for the sinking of 
the “Titanic,” then the largest ship 
in the world, with a loss of 1503 
lives. 
The commission found th at the 
loss of the ship was due to the col­ 
lision 
with 
an 
iceberg 
brought 
about by the excessive speed a t 
which the liner was being navi­ 
gated. 
In view of the custom ary prac­ 
tice of m asters In the North A t­ 
lantic, who steam ahead a t full 
speed in clear weather, the com­ 
mission 
found 
itself 
unable 
to 
blame the captain. 
At the sam e time, its recom­ 
mendation th at speed m ust be re ­ 
duced when ice is reported, that 
there should be ‘'boats for all,” that 
boat-drill, a continuous service of 
wireless telegraphy and the po­ 
licing of a disaster are vital pre­ 
cautions, were steps toward setting 
up a new standard on the sea. 
This terrible disaster involved a 
greater loss of life than has ever 
been known in m ercantile marine. 


The "Titanic” was on her maiden 
voyage across the A tlantic when 
she struck an iceberg a t 11:40 p.m 
There were not nearly enough 
lifeboats—20 in all—and the « hip 
sank about two hours later, carry­ 
ing w ith her all but 705 of the 2208 
on board.
